NEXT MONTH, it will be exactly a year since the CORNER told 
about Doctor E. T. Hunt, dentist for the International Grenfell 
Association of Newfoundland. Last year’s October CORNER was 
written on a hot August day when Doctor Hunt was “probably 
shivering in northern Labrador.” 

This present CORNER is being written during hot and humid 
July. Doctor Hunt just sent along some extracts from his diary. 
Today it’s nice to air-condition oneself by reading of the frozen 
North—of dog-drawn sledges skimming over the hard-packed 
snow, of below-zero temperatures and other icy items. The 
doctor’s letter just arrived; it took only ten days to come by air 
from Newfoundland to which he had just returned. But it 
answered one of mine written over a year ago. Doctor Hunt had 
been traveling, had had no mail for many months. 

His practice is spread over much of Newfoundland and 
Labrador. Most of the people are of English descent, along with 
some Indians, and, ’way up north, the Eskimos. The main

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occupation is fishing, although there is some trapping, and a 
few jobs for lumberjacks. “At best,” says Doctor Hunt, “the 
means of livelihood are precarious. Most of them lead a hand- 
to-mouth existence.” 

In general, dental conditions are pretty terrible. Doctor Hunt 
tells OraL Hycrene that “the absence of cleanliness, coupled 
with the sticky carbohydrate diet, causes rampant caries among 
the Coast people. The comparison with people in England, for 
example, is staggering: girls who have to wear dentures because 
their teeth have decayed to the gum line; the majority of 
people over twenty-five with molars impossible of restoration. | je” 
It is shocking.” The people’s diet is mainly to blame, Doctor | 
Hunt points out. 

For the whole area, the staple foods are bread, tea, molasses, § 
margarine, and salt pork, along with a small amount of sugar, : 
canned milk, meat, and fruit. This diet is sometimes supple- 
mented by local produce. In the summer, things are a bit better, | x 
with fish, sea birds, and wild berries available. During the five- : 
month winter, no food can be imported, but an occasional duck, ( 
partridge, rabbit, or seal may be had. How would you like a slice 
of seal? 

The dental future of most kids is doomed by “the parental ” 
habit of giving a child a bread-and-molasses ‘comforter,’ ” 
which, says Doctor Hunt, “must be the most efhcient caries | di 
medium possible to conceive.”

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ability.” Each summer night, the mosquitos take over. Soap is 
scarce. And there is “‘a widespread tendency to wash only those 
parts not covered by clothes.” In the winter, that specification 
covers a lot of territory. 

In August of last year, Doctor Hunt started his rounds aboard 
the Maraval, stopping here and there to see patients during 
about a month’s travel. Then, in September of last year he got 
back to St. Anthony, Newfoundland, where he spent the first 
week making up his annual order for dental supplies. That was 
a year ago this month. The goods were supposed to arrive last 
month—almost a year later—and will have to last until the 
middle of 1950. Now and then, the doctor had time to go out in 
a motor boat, shooting sea birds—tern, ticklouse, and puffin— 
and sometimes bagged sufficient for a meal for the hundred-odd 
patients in the St. Anthony hospital. 

Last October, he set sail again and, reaching Cartright, 
arranged to stay there all winter—until the boat came for him 
in June. Doctor Hunt was the first dentist to visit the spot in 
nine years. There was quite a backlog of work, as you may 
imagine. During the holidays, he traveled by sledge, powered 
by dog team, to Northwest River. The 220-mile trip took nine 
days, with time-out one day when there was a forty-below gale. 

After two months of dental practice in Northwest River, he 
got back to Cartright. From there, he went on a two-day hunting 
trip which nearly ended in disaster: caught out on some bad 
ice, it took two hours to go a half-mile, “sometimes floundering 
up to our necks in slushy ice and water that could not have been 
warmer than twenty-five degrees.” 

A diary entry written last spring: “I am now waiting for 
the last of the ice to go, then I shall travel on to St. Mary’s 
River, stay there a month, and then on to St. Anthony about the 
middle of July. I am looking forward to getting there as nine 
months’ mail is waiting for me.”

HE was A good-looking man, tall, 
slender, with plenty of personality.

He was graduated 
from dental college “with honors,” 
whatever that means. Two whole 
years, two bright, prosperous, 
happy years of practice lay behind 
him. 

We met on the way down in the 
elevator and stopped to talk in the 
lobby. I did not have a chance to 
ask him how he was getting along. 
He was telling me. He had just had 
his “best month,” he said. And 
then he went on to explain just 
what he meant by best month—and 
what an explanation! 

“All good work,” he said. “Noth- 
ing trivial. No fillings, no prophyl- 
axes, no pyorrhea treatments. Just 
dentures and bridges.” 

What a conception of dentistry! 
So the filling of teeth, the cleaning 
of teeth, and the treatment of pyor- 
rhea, all these things are trivial. In 
short, efforts to preserve teeth in 
the human mouth in a state of 
health and good function are of 
slight consequence—trivial, trifl- 
ing nonsense—while the sacrifice 
of teeth and the fabrication of arti- 
fical substitutes is all to the “good.” 

What has happened to the proud 
old ideal of “saving teeth”? Has 
it been replaced with a subcon- 
scious belief that nature created 
human teeth to serve only as a kind 
of crop to be harvested with for- 
ceps by dentists? p 

Nobody wants to go back to the 
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Does your dental service emphasize the replacement or the 
preservation of natural teeth? 


sorry old days when we saved teeth 
by saving disease of the investing 
osseous tissues along with the teeth. 
But we must not, we dare not, lose 
sight of the ideal of saving teeth 


altogether. 


Or perhaps I should say we dare 
not lose sight of this ideal perma- 
nently. It is presently already lost 
to many—to the young man who 
considered such service trivial, for 


example. 


Why did my young friend speak 
of prophylaxis and the treatment 
of caries (filling) and pyorrhea as 


trivial 


matters ? 


What 


did he 


mean? What was in his mind? 


Operative Fees 


The questions are not difficult 
to answer. His mind was focused 
on the income from such treatment 
as compared to the monetary re- 
ward for supplying artificial den- 
tures and bridges. In short, he was 
thinking only of himself and his 
pocketbook, and not of the welfare 
of his patients at all. Such being 
the case, the word trivial was not 
too badly misapplied; for it is a 
regrettable fact that it is easier to 
make money in dentistry by remov- 
ing teeth and replacing them with 
artificial ones than by administer- 
ing the treatment needed to pre- 


serve them. 


People complain less about the 
larger fees for dentures and bridges 
than the smaller ones for fillings 
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and other conservative treatment. 
No doubt the main cause for this 
is that they consider fillings and 
the like “trivial,” an opinion de- 
rived from dentists themselves— 
dentists like my young friend, of 
whom there are many thousands. 

We need not consider all the 
various kinds of dental treatment 
applied for the purpose of pre- 
serving the teeth. We will limit 
ourselves to a consideration of fill- 
ing teeth; allowing it to represent 
“trivial” dentistry in general. Do 
you doubt my assertion that there 
are thousands of dentists who, 
like my friend, consider fillings 
trivial? Then why do we give so 
little attention to the subject in 
our magazines and at our meet- 
ings? Why are the sections on 
operative dentistry so poorly at- 
tended? And why is it that the 
fee schedules, adopted by ethical 
dental societies, which have come 
to my attention, have, without ex- 
ception, set the fees for restora- 
tions too low to insure the eco- 
nomic opportunity to perform good 
service ? 

Perhaps I should be a little more 
specific and say that it is the fees 
for proximo-occlusal and other 
complex restorations that are, in 
my opinion, too low. Those for 
the simpler fillings appear ade- 
quate. The point I am trying to 
make in this connection is that 
fee schedules seem to reflect insuf- 
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ficient differentiations between 
types of fillings, and a serious lack 
of appreciation of the technical 
difficulties involved in placing a 
genuinely good proximo-occlusal 
restoration. 

Possibly you do not agree that 
the fees for complex fillings are 
inadequate. But, may I ask, are 
they high enough to permit a prof- 
it comparable to that to be derived 
from the same time and effort de- 
voted to making dentures and 
bridges? And, if not, are dentists 
not put under a moral strain likely 
to prove to be too great for many 
of them? Or, approaching the sub- 
ject from a different angle, sup- 
pose you have a good critical look 
at the fillings in the teeth you see. 
Are they all they should be, or 
anywhere near what they should 
be? Do they look like the dentist 
had had the economic opportunity 
to do his best? My own opinion is 
that the poor quality of the restor- 
ations fits the inadequacy of the 
fees with remarkable fidelity. And 
that, in turn, the inadequacy of the 
fee schedules likewise fits the low, 
almost contemptuous attitude of 
a great number of dentists toward 
the science and art of filling teeth. 


Health Service 

When will we dentists absorb 
the truth about the importance of 
filling teeth? When will we recog- 
nize it for what it is—a treatment 
for disease, and one of the most 
effective and reliable treatments 
known to the profession, when 
properly executed? When, if ever, 
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view and think of filling teeth as 
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will we relinquish the mechanistic 


a health service of the first order, 
deserving all the respect ordinarily 
accorded ‘such service? Until we 
do, we cannot hope to pass such 
comprehension along to others; 
nor, without it, can we hope for the 
cooperation from patients needed 
to improve conditions. 

Meantime, more persons are 
wearing dentures today than ever 
before; a most distressing record 
for a profession dedicated to the 
task of preserving teeth. 

I once told. a reporter in an 
interview that the best .thing that 
could happen to the public in a 
dental way would be for the price 
of fillings to double. He had 3 
good laugh at that. “That’s a hoi 
one, he declared, “coming from 
a dentist. No doubt,” he continued, 
“a shirt manufacturer would tell 
me that the best possible thing that 
could happen to the public would 
be for the price of shirts to 
double.” 

I tried to explain to him that, 
although I was a dentist. I did not 
fill teeth; that if the Nation’s bill 
for filling teeth should double, not 
a dime of the money would find 
its way into my pocket. I explained 
that I was a specialist in roentgen- 
ography and diagnosis, that my 
service afforded me an unusual op- 
portunity to observe the havoc re- 
sulting from neglect and _inade- 
quate treatment of caries, and thal 
my opinion, right or wrong, was 
born of my experience and a sit 
cere and completely unselfish con 
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sideration of the people’s welfare. 

I admitted then, as I do now. 
that an increase in fees for fillings 
would do no more than create a 
better economic opportunity for 
improved service; but such op- 
portunity is, I believe, sorely 
needed. It is certainly more opti- 
mistic and less slanderous to as- 
sume that a better economic setup 
might bring improvement rather 
than to hold to the belief that the 
ordinary garden variety of fillings 
one sees represents the _profes- 
sions best regardless of circum- 
stances. 


Restorative Treatment 

Horace Wells, “whose dream of 
painless surgery delivered the race 
from its centuries of. helpless suf- 
fering,” had this to say about the 
filling of teeth; and it is worth 
repeating, not once but many times. 
Read it over a couple of times, re- 
sembering that it is the consid- 
cred opinion of the “father of 
anesthesia,’ a wise and kindly 
man. I quote from Wells’s little 
book entitled AN Essay on TEETH 
published in 1838. 

“There are many who ... imagine 
that any person can’ properly per- 
form so simple an operation as 
that of filling the teeth to arrest 
decay. This is truly a great mis- 
take; and not a few can testify to 
the fact from sad experience. 

“However simple the operation 
of filling the teeth may appear, it 
is, in reality, the most complicated, 
as well as the most important 
branch of the profession. An ordi- 
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nary dentist may succeed in per- 
forming all other operations toler- 
ably well, while this remains be- 
yond the reach of his skill. He may 
truly put gold into the tooth, and 
perhaps it will keep its place for 
some length of time; but if the 
work is not effectually performed. 
the decay will proceed as before, 
even if the gold remains.” 

Bravo, Horace Wells! One hun- 
dred and four years ago you told 
your fellowmen that painless sur- 
gery was not an impractical dream, 
but an attainable reality—and the 
audience greeted the news with 
boos and cries of fraud. One hun- 
dred and ten years ago you told 
us the essential facts about the fill- 
ing of teeth—and we have not 
learned the lesson yet. 

Horace Wells, you will observe, 


knew why he filled teeth. It was 


not just for the fun or profit of 
poking something into a hole. It 
was, as he put it, to “arrest decay” 
—that is to say, to stop the pro~ 
gress of disease. Wells’s great tal- 
ent, which led him to the discovery 
of anesthesia and is revealed again 
in his estimate of the difficulty and 
importance of filling teeth, resided 
in his capacity for comprehending 
the significance of the obvious. 
Anyone, of course, can see the

Trailer 


Dentist 
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By Henry F. Unger 


Doctor Roy H. BRIDGER could be 
dubbed the wandering dentist— 
20th Century style. His office is a 
trailer, his patients are children 
unable to afford private dental 
care, and his territory covers 490 
square miles of Montgomery Coun. 
ty in the State of Maryland. 

The professional skill of Doctor 
Bridger, however, would be lost 
to Montgomery County had not 
the Public Health Lay Council, a 


progressive group of delegates} 


from eleven committees, launched 
a drive to begin the dental reform 
of the County’s children. The hard- 
hitting group, organized to im- 
prove the general health of the 
entire County, placed better dental 
care first on their extensive pro- 
gram. It was 1935 and only tempo- 
rary relief could be offered. By 
January, 1936, a steady part-time 
dental service was in operation 
with the constant full-time goal 
ahead. 

Convinced that only a full-time 
program could handle the many 
children who needed dental care, 
the Council managed to procure 
from the Maryland State Health 
Department a trailer made espe- 
cially for health purposes and ideal 
for a dental office. The trailer was 
furnished with the necessary dental 


equipment and Doctor Bridger, a} 


veteran dentist, was attached to the 
Montgomery County Health De- 
partment. It was October, 1941, 
and the husky Doctor Bridger be- 


came the only trailer dentist in 
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Maryland. Quickly, the dentist 


from Lewiston, North Carolina, 


realized the vast problems ahead. 


The patients were many and he 
was alone. But through cold winters 
and hot summers, the trailer den- 
tist carried on his corrective serv- 
ice. Today, the extensive dental 
care of the Montgomery County 
Health Department compares fa- 
vorably with that of many other 
much larger organizations. 
Operating only during school 
hours, Doctor Bridger follows a 
definite program. He divides his 
patients into three groups: those 
who can afford to see their own 
dentists, those who pay a flat $1 
charge regardless of the service 
rendered, and those who are un- 
able to pay. The latter two groups 
are handled on the trailer visits. 
Doctor Bridger pulls his trailer 
about one hundred fifty miles each 
week on his tours of the various 
schoolhouses in suburban and 
rural districts. All schools get his 
inspections and notices are then 
sent to the homes of children re- 
quiring corrective treatment. The 
dentist tries not to stretch the time 
between examinations and correc- 
tive service to beyond a week. 
According to the dentist’s fig- 
ures, about 90 per cent of the sub- 
urban children go to their own 
dentists for care, while about 25 
per cent of the rural school chil- 
dren visit their own dentists. No 
child is forced to appear at the

trailer dental office. All, however, 
are invited and urged to visit the 
dentist for corrective treatment. 
Doctor Bridger conducts regular 
dental lectures in many of the 
schools and gives informal talks 
to students and parents whose 
health education has been neg- 
lected. 

With over seventy schools on 
the docket, Doctor Bridger is un- 
able to cover the entire group in 
a year’s time. Many of the schools 
are rural, one-room buildings and 
absorb less time than the more 
extensive establishments in the 
larger towns. 

Operating from the base at 
Rockville, Maryland, Doctor Bridg- 
er will leave his trailer beside a 
school should extensive service be 
needed. Often, the dentist will need 
about three days to complete the 
treatment required bv the dental 
patients in a school. The longest 
stay on his record kept Doctor 
Bridger’s trailer beside a school 
for ten days. The tiny schools can 
often be handled on a two-a-day 
policy. Doctor Bridger, however, 
estimates that he has treated an 
average of seven patients a day. 

A stumbling block for Doctor 
Bridger are school children who 
never have experienced dental care. 
Health education was lacking in 
the home and the children were 
made to believe that a dentist only 
extracted teeth. It is this opposi- 
tion that the genial dentist attempts 
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to break down with his kind treat- 
ment of children and sincere talks 
to adults. 

So that a complete roster of 
children is present at a specific 
school, Doctor Bridger notifies 
the principal by telephone dr by 
mail. During the summer months, 
he solves the problem of treating 
vacationing children by sending 
notices to parents and then park- 
ing his trailer in some centrally 
located spot where the children 
may congregate. It may be next 
to the fire department or even in 
the center of the town. 

Children able to pay for dental 
care go to the eight Health Centers 
spread through Montgomery Coun- 
ty where Doctor Bridger. in his few 
spare moments, helps out frequent- 
ly. When the young patients re- 
quire roentgenograms, they are 
sent to the Bethesda Health Center 
where complete facilities await 
them. 

A familiar sight as he pulls his 
trailer through such fast-growing 
towns as Bethesda, Chevy Chase 
Silver Springs, Takoma Park, 
Rockville, and Gaithersburg, Doc- 
tor Bridger parks his tooth-saving 
office near a school building, runs 
an electric cord through a window, 
plugs it into the school current. 
and immediately sets up shop with 
his dental engine. The biggest 
problem during winter months is 
the slow-working portable electric 
heater. Doctor Bridger arrives 


early so that the trailer is comfort- 
able for his small patients. 
From his own statistics, Doc- 
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tor Bridger has discovered that 
about 76 per cent of the Mont- 
gomery County children have de- 
fective teeth and that in the sub- 
urban areas only 25 per cent are 
defective. This alarming percent- 
age keeps the hard-working den- 
tist constantly busy. He realizes 
that without the trailer and his 
service, no extensive dental care 
would be accomplished. At present 
the dentist is averaging about 
three or four restorations to one 
extraction. 

A graduate in 1926 from the 
University of Maryland Dental 
School, Doctor Bridger was in pri- 
vate practice in Cambridge, Mary- 
land, and in Public Health den- 
tistry in West Virginia before 
tackling his present task. 

Determined to keep up with 
present trends and discoveries, 
Doctor Bridger uses fluoride appli- 
cations but so far only for pre- 
school children because of the lack 
of time for other treatments. 

Towing his second-hand trailer, 
which is about twenty feet long, 
over the dusty backwoods areas of 
Montgomery County, and catching 
the philosophy of the people on 
health, convi ices Doctor Bridger 
that the shameful condition of 
children’s teeth results from the 
habit of neglect among the parents, 
which is inherited by the children. 
Despite the gallant efforts of the 
dentist to cover every possible 
area each year, the dental facili- 
ties remain weak and their lack 
brings a nonappreciation by the 
rural residents for this preventive 
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health care. 

Doctor Bridger, who suffers in 
the _non-air-conditioned _ trailer 
during the summer months and 
often freezes during winter months, 
is eager, nevertheless, to find as 
many children as possible who 
need dental care. He is convinced, 
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along with V. E. Ellicott, State 
Deputy and County Health Officer, 
that only by bringing dental care 
to these poorer and neglected 
people will their health standards 
be improved.

Under the G.I. Bill, 
7,603 of these veterans were in dental schools; 3,735 were studying pre- 
dental courses; and 103 were studying to be dental hygienists. An ad- 
ditional 904 veterans, all of whom are disabled, were studying dentistry 
under Public Law 16 which provides for vocational rehabilitation of 
those with service-cwnnected disabilities.

VARIOUS PLANS for supplying 
health services to the people of the 
United States are the concern of 
the public and the professions in- 
volved. The President of the United 
States presented a plan of compul- 
sory health insurance to the Con- 
gress, and other plans are being 
offered in the hope of satisfying 
the needs of our people. They all 
have merit but most certainly con- 
tain dynamite that could easily 
ruin our economy through the in- 
efficiency and waste that would fol- 
low. As a possible alternative to 
these plans, a program of 5 per 
cent deductible health insurance 
would be ideal. This plan would re- 
quire the insured to pay all neces- 
sary health bills up to 5 per cent 
of his annual income. All yearly 
bills over and above this 5 per cent 
income figure would be paid by the 
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government. This plan, properly 
administered, would eliminate the 
dangers of the total coverage bills 
fiow before the Congress. 

My experience of over four 
years in the Army as an operating 
and administrative dental officer 
has proved to me, and to about 
fifteen thousand other dental of- 
ficers, that socialized dentistry 
cannot be a success. I have statisti- 
cal proof that over 75 per cent of 
the dental officers in the European 
Theater were wasted. This waste 
resulted from inefficient planning 
and the slow operation of not mere- 
ly a socialistic setup but a true 
communistic plan of health serv- 
ice. Our country’s greatest experi- 
ment in free-for-all dental treat- 
ment in the military services dur- 
ing the war was a pathetic failure 
in both quality of service and ef- 
ficiency of operation. 

Let the Congress investigate the 
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cost of the dental treatment pro- 
duced by the military services dur- 
the war, and it will realize that 
the cost of dental care under our 
present system is inexpensive by 
comparison. Let it check the quality 
of dentistry produced in the mili- 
tary services under the free-for-all 
system, and the Congress will be 
ashamed of its efforts to extend 
such a total coverage to all our 
people. Let it investigate the quanti- 
ty of proper treatment produced 
by the services, and it may find 
that Jess than 10 per cent of the 
total dental needs were satisfied. 
Does the Congress think it can 
bring complete dental coverage to 
our people when our greatest ex- 
periment in socialized dentistry 
could not begin to satisfy the de- 
mands? We should have learned 
during the war that the lowered 
quality and the waste of a free-for- 
all system is not worth another 
trial. 


Government Health Care 

There is a need, nevertheless, 
for some plan to take care of the 
real health care of the American 
people. The American Medical and 
Dental Associations should take 
the initiative and offer a suitable 
plan to the Congress. If this is not 
done, we will find that the polliti- 
cians, as well as our statesmen who 
are genuinely interested in the 
adoption of a satisfactory program, 
will force upon us a system that 
will be inefficient and deteriorat-

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ing. It must be remembered that a 
politician is a person who prom- 
ises everything and delivers noth- 
ing. This will happen unless we 
present our statesmen with a pro- 
gram that will maintain the quality 
of our service and_ efficiency 
through individual initiative. 

The more free health coverage 
the government will allow the 
people, the more freedom will be 
lost by the patient and the dentist 
or physician, with tremendous cost 
to the taxpayer. The more free 
gifts we generally get from any 
government, the more freedom 
must be sacrificed. A person can 
today receive free health coverage, 
shelter, food, and clothing from a 
government; but it is necessary 
that he reside in jail and lose all 
his freedom to enjoy this ideal 
free-for-all service. 

What is the real need of the 
American people so far as health 
is concerned? The real need is 
protection against the large bills 
that accompany long-term illness 
and extensive dental bills. An un- 
expected illness of long and ex- 
pensive duration could upset the 
budget of the average family to 
such an extent that it might be 
pauperized for life or many years 
to come. It is not necessary for the 
government to pay our small $5, 
$10, or $50 bills. The real need is 
protection when those bills run 
into the hundreds and thousands 
of dollars, which can ruin the aver- 
age family even though it is in the 
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high middle-class income bracket. 
A full coverage, therefore, is not 
our need, but long-term coverage 
is a necessity for the peace of mind 
of all. 

Why not take a lesson from 
those who know? The insurance 
companies are one of the most ef- 
ficient of all American industries. 
They have. a collision policy on 
automobiles which is called “$50 
deductible.” If a policyholder is 
in an accident, he must pay the 
first $50 of the damage to his car 
and the insurance company pays 
everything above $50. This knowl- 
edge makes the motorist most care- 
ful in the preservation of his car 
against careless damage. Why not 
present a health plan on a similar 
deductible basis? 

A satisfactory health plan can be 
evolved that would maintain ‘the 
high standards of the profess‘ons 
and answer the real needs of the 
American people. This plan must 
embody three points in order to 
be successful: 

1. It should be based on a com- 
pulsory 5 per cent deductible 
health insurance system. 

2. It must maintain the individ- 
ual initiative of free enterprise 
common to our economic system. 

3. It must be headed and 
planned by a physician and a 
dentist, each administering an 
autonomous service. 


Five Per Cent Plan 

The 5 per cent deductible health 
plan is the most suitable program 
for our type of citizen with the 
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present standards of health service. 
The Income Tax Division of our 
government allows only a deduc- 
tion for health expenses in excess 
of 5 per cent of a person’s income. 
Therefore, they assume that we can 
afford, and every wage earner can 
afford and should learn to budget, 
a 5 per cent health expense per 
year. Why not develop a program 
of health insurance whereby the 
patient pays all expenses up to 5 
per cent of his income? If he is 
running into heavy long-term ill- 
ness and expenses that year, the 
government's insurance would pay 
all bills over 5 per cent of his in- 
come. 

If a person has a minor ailment 
that can be self-treated, or some 
imaginary ailment, he will not ap- 
ply immediately for free medical 
or dental treatment as is done in 
England. If he does, he will have 
to pay the first part of his health 
bill up to 5 per cent of his income. 
If a person earns $2500 per year, 
he certainly could budget on his 
personal obligation of $125 per 
year, or about $10 per month for 
health services. If he earns $10,- 
000 per year, he certainly could 


pay $500 per year before the gov- | 


ernment would assume any addi- 
tional payments. This same _per- 
centage could apply to any income 
bracket to cover all income classes 
in the Nation. This deductible plan 
would eliminate the evils of the 
free-for-all system as experienced 
in England and would cover the 
real need of our Nation. 

It is necessary that the individ- 
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ual initiative of the professional 
men and women be continued at 
its present high level on the same 


_ free-enterprise basis as enjoyed by 
| other industries. We might as well 


face facts and realize that profes- 
sional men, and I speak for den- 
tistry on this point, are like a 
sroup of artists. They must have 
a heartfelt desire to give a fine 
service. Let someone tell them what 
to do, and they will render a poor 
service. Let someone ask them to 
cooperate, and they will perform 
excellent treatment. Imagine if a 
Van Dyke or a Rembrandt were 
given a brush and paints and told 
to paint. You would get merely a 
painting. If they were asked to 
paint under their satisfying condi- 
tions, they would create a master- 
piece. Dentists are the same type 
of persons, and physicians must 
be the same. The military service 
proved that you cannot shackle a 
professional man and get the best 
results from his service. That is 
one of the reasons the military 
service experiment in free-for-all 
dentistry was a pathetic failure. 


Administration 

Any program of health insur- 
ance must be administered by a 
member of the profession, respons- 
ible only to the President of the 
United States. Under this Admin- 
istrator of Health, medicine and 
dentistry must be headed and 
planned by a physician and a den- 
tist; each responsible for his own 
medical and dental service. Each 
of these services must be autono- 
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mous. Let us not make the same 
mistake that was made in the mili- 
tary services during the war where 
dentistry was under the Medical 
Corps, and was directed by physi- 
cians who knew nothing about 
dentistry. This lack of autonomy 
on the part of dentistry was one 
of the reasons the dental personnel 
were most unhappy. They resented 
being directed in their duties by 
physicians who were ignorant of 
the proper treatment and service 
to be given by the Dental Corps. 

Why not take a lesson again 
from our efficient industries and 
put men in charge who know their 
business and profession? An _ in- 
dustrial company will put a fore- 
man in charge of a particular oper- 
ation or section of its organization 
to supervise and operate his phase 
as efficiently and satisfactorily as 
possible. It will pick a man who 
perhaps has performed each and 
every task that the men under him 
are performing, or else he has a 
thorough knowledge of these jobs. 
The more this foreman knows 
about his job the more his men 
respect him and cooperate with 
him in obtaining a maximum of 
efficiency and service. Let us hope 
that the Congress will put the prop- 
er “foremen” (professional men 
only) over the respective health 
services so our people will get the 
highest quality service with the 
lowest cost to the taxpayer. 

We must present a plan which 
will meet the health needs of the 
American people and at the same 
time be acceptable to the profes- 
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sions. This 5 per cent deductible 
health insurance plan should fill 
these requirements. To defray its 
cost it would be advisable that 
comvulsory premiums be collected 
from payrolls or like income taxes 
from the total salaries and incomes 
of the insured. People of all in- 
come brackets should be required 
to pay for and receive health pro- 
tection. It would require the serv- 
ices of expert actuaries and econ- 
omists to determine the cost of 
this or any other plan, but good 
“insurance sense’ will tell us that 
a deductible insurance on a 5 per 
cent basis could be developed into 
the most economic plan which will 
give us the highest quality of serv- 
ice and meet the real need of our 
people. 

The American Medical Associa- 
tion and the American Dental As- 
sociation must stop fighting health 
plans and take the initiative in 
presenting a plan to fulfill the real 
need of the American people. No 
one has the right to criticize unless 
he has a better plan to offer. The 
real need is protection against 
long-term illness and large health

He had been playing with 
the twine and slipped off a step. 

When Doctor Freeman, a_ neighbor, 
heard of the accident immediately after 
it happened, he ran to the Bechtel home 
and used artificial respiration on the 
child. When the fire department squad 
arrived with its resuscitator, Jimmy had 
started to breathe faintly. Firemen re 
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stored normal breathing within a short 
time. 


Washington (D.C.) Times-Herald: 
Something new in the way of a dental 
ofice has been outfitted by Doctor S. 
W. Johnston, Washington dentist. You 
cannot tell, when you look over the 
boats and yachts at Buzzard Point Boat 
yard, that the 87-foot vessel at the far 
end is the home and dental office of this 
dentist. But when you reach the pilings 
where the Tred Avon. the king-sized 
yacht which formerly was owned by the 
Baruch family, is at anchor, you see 
the sign which designates this dental 
office.

Doctor Johnston planned to sail in 
June for the Chesapeake Bay. “We hope 
to dock for a time in Crisfield. Mary- 
land.” he stated. “Of course, I'll be in 
business as usual. Some of the people 
in that area never have been to a den- 
tist.” He also planned to drop anchor 
at Smith Island and Ocean City. 


Dayton (Ohio) Journal Herald: Doris 
Ann Pater, 21, of Hamilton, owes her 
life to a Hamilton dentist, Doctor Will- 
iam Lebo, according to her physician. 
Doris, with two Miami University class- 
mates and a friend, were driving from 
Oxford to Hamilton when their car 
went out of control. Doctor Lebo, driv- 
ing ahead of the car, saw the accident 
in his rear-vision mirror. When he 
reached the car, he found that flying 
glass had severed the large vein in 
Doris’ throat. He forced handkerchiefs 
into the wound and called for an ambu- 
lance. During a fifty-minute race to 
Hamilton this dentist applied enough 
pressure to impede the flow of blood 
but yet permit the victim to breathe. 
Upon arrival at the hospital, the un- 
conscious patient was given two trans- 
fusions immediately. 

Though Doctor Lebo wouldn’t be 
quoted regarding the incident, the ac- 
cident victim’s physician said, “He did 
a truly remarkable job. She owes her 
life to him.”

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Dentists address graduating 
classes at University of Illinois 
and Emory University profes- 


sional colleges. 


COMMENCEMENT addresses before 
the June, 1949, professional grad- 
uates of two colleges were given 
by members of the dental profes. 
sion. Doctor Oren A. Oliver, of 
Nashville, Tennessee, spoke to 
graduates in dentistry, medicine, 
law, and theology at Emory Uni- 
versity, Atlanta, Georgia. Members 
of the graduating classes of the 
University of Illinois Chicago Pro- 
fessional Colleges heard Rear Ad- 
miral Clemens V. Rault (DC) USN 
who is Assistant Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery of 
the U.S. Navy. Excerpts from their 
addresses follow: 

Doctor OLIVER: So accustomed 
are we to freedom that many of us 
have forgotten, and some of us 
have never learned, that men have 
not always been free; that men be- 
fore us have fought for freedom; 
that men around us, being denied 
it, most passionately desire it. To 
us, freedom comes as a gift. We 
accept it without question. 

Just as we take freedom for 
granted, we take government for 
granted—and we leave government 
entirely to the politicians and the 
statesmen. We, the professionals— 
physicians, dentists, lawyers, and 
ministers, pursue our private fields, 
and while we berate our govern- 
ment representatives when things 
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eo wrong, we often refuse to 
shoulder the responsibilities that 
citizenship in a democracy imposes 
on us. 

It is your job and mine. There 
is a place for all citizens in our 
political system, and there is an 
obligation upon all citizens, too. 
To vote at our general elections is 
not enough, although too great a 
segment of our population neglects 
even that responsibility. You must 
participate in the affairs of your 
community, actively leading toward 
the betterment of its people. Know 
the men engaged in politics. Ac- 
quaint yourselves with legislative 
matters before your state legisla- 
tures and before the Congress. 
Make known to your local repre- 
sentatives, your Congressmen, and 
your Senators the views which you 
hold on matters of concern to you. 

It is just possible that our de- 
sire to excel in our separate fields. 
and our rightful ambition to ob- 
tain financial affluence for our- 
selves and for our loved ones, may 
so focus our attention on voca- 
tional excellence and attainment 
that we might fail to look beyond 
our offices to the democratic world 
which so desperately needs our 
leadership.

maintaining this country political- 
ly and economically strong. Your 
duty points to the direction of 
taking an interest and an active 
part in the military and reserve 
organization. This country has 
never maintained large standing 
forces, and, in seeking to provide 
measures for national security, it 
looks to its trained citizens and to 
its organized reserve units to sup- 
plement its regular military forces 
in periods of national emergency. 
Even in this day of sociologic 
enlightenment, among the nations 
of the world military action as a 
policy of state still has to be re- 
placed by a moral equivalent with 
which to curb social, economic, or 
moral injustices of enemy state. 
We stand on the threshold of 
scientific achievements which will 
act to enhance the economic and 
physical welfare of men _ every- 
where. But much investigation is 
still required for such fulfillment. 
Herein lies the challenge, which 
you must meet. By training you 


have been well prepared for such 
investigation. However, scientific 
training is not the sole qualifica- 
tion leading to discoveries. It 
should be recalled that upon the 
observations of natural phenomena 
by men in the past, from Hippoc- 
rates and Celsus and Galen and 
Vesalius, then Leeuwenhoek, Pas- 
teur, Jenner, and a host of others, 
rest the advances which have 
brought us many of our scientific 
triumphs of today. These observa- 
tions were made in large part with 
the senses alone and without bene- 
fit of instruments and precision 
methods of the laboratory. 

You are similarly endowed with 
ability for investigation. All you 
require is to follow your native 
inquisitiveness and search for the 
“what,” the “why,” and the “how”; 
to foster your inquiring faculties 
and the clear-eyed curiosity of 
youth; to make it a life-long habit 
to observe, to record, and to de- 
duce. These are the qualifications 
of an investigator.

POSTGRADUATE EDUCATION BY TELEPHONE 


AN ENTERPRISING dental educational activity is illustrated by the tele- 
phone extension course offered by the University of Illinois, College 
of Dentistry. More than one hundred and forty dental societies, repre- 
senting thirty-seven states, the District of Columbia, and Canada, have 
subscribed to the course. The lectures will originate in the Medical and 
Dental Center of the University of Illinois in Chicago and will be 
carried by lines of the American Telephone and Telegraph Company to 
cities throughout the United States. A representative of the telephone 
company will be available in each community to advise dental society 
officers regarding the best methods to give the most effective reception. 
There will be six subjects covered; each in a two-hour program. 
The course will be given on the second Monday of October, November, 
January, February, March, and April. Six authorities will appear on 
each program. The speakers have been selected from among the best 
talent available in the United States. Each speaker will make a short 
presentation of his point of view. The remainder of the time will be 
given to round-table discussions and the answering of questions. 
Every dentist enrolled for the course will receive a 96-page illustrated 
manual, which will be useful to him in studying in advance for the 
lectures, and that will be of help to him in following the speakers. 
According to the announcement of the University of Illinois: “The 
manual will include a summary of the most recent research on six 
‘different phases of dentistry by the thirty or more nationally promi- 
nent educators who will participate in the program. The slides ordi- 
narily projected by the lecturers will be reproduced in the manual. An 
added advantage of the manual over the projection method is that it 
can be retained for post-lecture discussions and for reference.” 
Reproduced in this issue of ORAL HYGIENE on page 1352 is a map 
with a list of cities that will be included in the telephone course. 
The enrollment for additional cities is closed because the telephone 
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contracts had to be let ninety days in advance of the beginning of the 
course. Dental society members living in the cities that have already 
enrolled may still subscribe for the course and are urged to do so. 
If you live in or near one of the cities listed you may register by 
writing promptly to your local dental society secretary and sending 
him your check for $10 for the manual and the six 2-hour lectures. 
Of the 140 dental societies enrolled each guaranteed a minimum of $250. 
In many cases $250 will not begin to pay the telephone charges for the 
twelve hours of long-distance transmission from Chicago. It is hoped 
that the enrollment in the large cities will be great enough to reduce. 
the overhead and other expenses. 

For years dental educators and program chairmen have been 
searching for a formula to make better programs available to dentists. 
In many parts of the country dental society treasuries are not in a 
position to have speakers come from any distance to appear on pro- 
grams. And many speakers, wearied with travel and strained with 
hours lost from their offices, have found it inconvenient to accept 
program invitations. The results: many dental societies are required to 
function with inferior program talent. 

This enterprising extension course of the University of Illinois should 
be supported strongly because it may be the beginning of a new method 
of education. Entertainment is brought into our homes through the 
radio and television. There is no reason why education in professional 
subjects cannot originate in one location or several and be carried by 
telephone into every community in the United States. The University 
of Illinois is to be commended for developing a method of sharing and 
spreading knowledge throughout the country, and the dental profession 
is to be approved for the ready and enthusiastic response.

“Habitual Aphthae” 

Q.—I have a young woman patient 
who has recurring aphthous_ ulcers 
usually occurring on the buccal mucosa 
and the tip of the tongue. Seldom do 
two weeks pass without an ulcer appear- 
ing. 

I have referred this patient to two 
leading dermatologists of the South 
with no improvement. 

The history is a follows: On July 1, 
1947, this report was received from a 
physician. “Ulcers in mouth most likely 
herpes from some endocrine disturbance. 
This disturbance might come from her 
ovaries as she complained of the ulcers 
being worst at the time of menstrual 
period.” 

The treatment precribed was sstil- 
bestrol and nicotinamide to take in- 
ternally, and a potassium chlorate 
mouthwash. 

On September 23, 1947, the physi- 
cian advised that the patient’s condi- 
tion was still unsatisfactory and ad- 
vised that she be referred to another 
specialist for a complete study. 
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On October 24, 1947, the following 
report was received: “These ulcers have 
no relationship to any food, drug, or to 
any obvious endocrine disorder.” 

The patient was given smallpox vac. 
cination every week or ten days for six 
times without a “take.” She was told to 
avoid extremely hot or cold foods, to 
avoid highly seasoned food, and to use 
milk of magnesia as a mouthwash. She 
was also given thiamin chloride: 10 
mgs. to be taken four times daily. 

These ulcers are worse before, dur. 
ing, and after her menstrual period, 
However, there was no change during 
her pregnancy, and she continued to 
have this cyclic recurrence of the aph- 
thous ulcers even though she was not 
menstruating. 

I cauterize these ulcers with silver 
nitrate or liquefied phenol to give the 
patient temporary relief, but I dislike 
to continue this type of treatment as 
this results in a chronic irritant. 

The patient is edentulous and about 
thirty-five years of age. Could the pH 
of the saliva have any bearing on this 
case? 

Please advise what you think I should 
do for this patient—H. W. G., North 
Carolina. 


A.—You present a case of a 
most interesting nature and you 
are to be complimented on seeking 
the best medical advice. 

Your case seems from your de- 
scription to be what Prinz and 
Greenbaum call “habitual aph- 
thae.”! According to the authors: 
“Quite frequently the disease ap- 
pears shortly before menstruation 
or between two menstrual periods 
or at various periods during preg: 
nancy. Disturbances of digestion 
and general metabolic diseases 
Prinz, Herman, and Greenbaum, S. S.: 


Diseases of the Mouth and Their Treat: 
ment, Philadelphia. Lea and Febiger, 1935. 
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seem to predispose favorably to 
it. Without apparent cause habitual 
aphthae may occur in individuals 
who are seemingly in the best of 
health; particularly after eating 
such foods as tomatoes, oatmeal, 
nuts, fermented cheese, fish, and 
others, or after using highly 
flavored tooth and mouth prepara- 
tions. These chronic occurrences 
may suggest allergy as a possible 
etiologic factor. Again, a defi- 
ciency of vitamin B is claimed by 
some clinicians to be the principal 
cause.” 

We have found that thiamin 
chloride is best given parenterally 
in 100 mg. doses or larger. For 
local treatment, I have never found 
anything so effective as a saturated 
solution of trichloracetic acid, and 
there is no bad after-effect. 

The above authority says fur- 
ther: “Within recent years the ad- 
ministration of calcium gluconate 
(1.5 gm. or about a heaping tea- 
spoonful in a little milk three times 
a day) has given encouraging re- 
sults. To facilitate the retention of 
calcium in the tissues, free move- 
ment of the bowels is essential. The 
periodically recurring aphthae in 
women, especially at the time of 
menstruation, apparently are 
favorably influenced by this medi- 
cation.” —GEorcE R. WARNER. 


Pulp Exposures 


Q.—I should appreciate knowing what 
the latest thought is concerning the 
treatment of deciduous molars with 
pulp exposures. 
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It is my opinion that in a child of 5 
with an exposure it is more important to 
keep the tooth in as a guide for the 
permanent tooth for the next four or 
five years than it is to extract it. Yet 
sometimes we see a second deciduous 
molar that is not only an exposure but 
is loose. This is a problem, for too 
often abscesses appear later. 

I have taken the attitude that these 
abscesses are not too dangerous to the 
child’s health and that the advantage of 
keeping the tooth in as a guide is far 
more important. Am I right in assuming 
this attitude? 

If I wanted to use a 2 per cent solu- 
tion of sodium fluoride, could I expect 
such a solution made up by my local 
druggist to be efficient and stable? What 
do you use?—J. D. W., California. 


A.—Pulp exposures in decidu- 
ous molars can be capped if caught 
early enough or a pulpotomy can 
be done.” If the pulp breaks down, 
it can be removed and the roots 
filled. If the tooth abscesses, it 
should be removed for it is a 
menace to the child’s health in the 
period of greatest growth and 
when the child should not be handi- 
capped by dental infection. 

Any good druggist should be 
able to prepare a 2 per cent solu- 
tion of sodium fluoride—GEORGE 
R. WARNER. 


Hypertrophic Gingivitis 

Q.—A patient, a boy 17 years of age, 
presented himself here at the office with 
a case of anterior gingivitis with hyper- 
trophy of the interproximal gingival 
tissues to the extent that the gingivae

were half way down over the crowns 
of the anterior teeth, both upper and 
lower. The posterior gingivae were in 
normal condition. 

I first removed all calculus, of which 
there was little. I treated the gingivae 
in later appointments, removed the 
hypertrophied tissue surgically, and pre- 
scribed penicillin. The condition was 
entirely cleared up, but now after a 
lapse of three months the patient pre- 
sented himself again with bleeding 
gingivae and the tissues are again be- 
ginning to show hypertrophy. Upon ex- 
amination I find no calculus present and 
the mouth cleanliness to be good. 

This boy’s teeth are crowded in the 
arches with malocclusion to the extent 
that none of the anteriors touch. 

What is your opinion of this case? 
Is it possible that this condition is en- 
tirely from malocclusion? I did not 
think so as the patient says he only 
noticed the condition for about three 
months before he came into the office. 
—J. A. W., Pennsylvania. 


A.—The open bite in your boy’s 
case may have a bearing on the 
hypertrophic gingivitis which you 
describe. Nonfunctional teeth are 
likely to cause gingival disturb- 
ances, such as poor circulation with 
resulting hypertrophy. In similar 
cases in the mouths of ’teen age 
boys I have met with reasonable 
success in controlling the gingivi- 
tis by frequent prophylactic treat- 
ments, if I could have the full co- 
operation of the patients in their 
home care, long and vigorous 
brushing every day. 

You do not say anything about 
the boy being under medical treat- 
ment. I wonder if he is an epileptic 
and is under dilantin sodium treat- 
ment. Dilantin sodium cases do not 
respond well to surgical removal of 
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the hypertrophied tissue.—GEORGE 
R. WARNER. 


Allergy 

Q.—Are there any known or recorded 
cases of allergy to dental acrylics? If 
so, in what way may this allergy mani- 
fest itself, and how may I test for this 
before dentures are made?—G. C. F., 
Illinois. 

A.—tThere is the general opin- 
ion that acrylics may be allergins, 
but I do not know of a well-sup- 
ported research project proving 
this. 

The accepted method of testing 
oversensitivity is to scarify a place 
on the arm and then bind some 
scrapings of the particular ma- 
terial on this exposed area. Sensi- 
tivity will be shown by a marked 
reaction within forty-eight hours. 

In one of our cases, as soon as 
the patient had a small acrylic par- 
tial denture put in his mouth the 
tissues felt dry and uncomfortable, 
and when the acrylic was removed 
his mouth became normal. This 
would seem a definite allergy. 
—GEOoRGE R. WARNER. 


Rough Enamel 

Q.—A woman, 35, has observed the 
appearance of dark brown or black 
spots discoloring her maxillary centrals 
and right leteral. These are the only 
teeth involved. The marks appear after 
almost every meal and are removed 
readily by brushing. 

This condition has existed for the 
last two months only. The patient is in 


good health and is taking no medica-\ 
tion whatsoever. There have been no-:

A second theory as to the cause of 
dental decay considers the first step 
in caries initiation to result from a 
destruction of the protein portion of 
the tooth enamel.

Fifty of the subjects were given 
chlorophyll-containing tooth paste 
(Chloresium) with instructions to use 
it twice a day, one of the times being 
after breakfast.

Results with the second group it- 
dicated that brushing the teeth with 
a tooth paste which does not contain 
chlorophyll and following this brush- 
ing with a mouthwash containing 
chlorophyll is almost as effective i 
reducing the l.a. count as brushing 
with the chlorophyll tooth paste. (Se 
Chart I for typical results obtained 
within all three groups.) 

In summarizing this part of his 
port, Dr. Rapp stated: “‘It can be co 
cluded with safety that using chlorophyl 
preparations as oral-hygiene measure 
can be expected to reduce the lactobaci 
acidophilus count of the saliva matert 
ally and quickly. This dramatic reduc- 
tion has been shown to be associate 
with the use of chlorophyll and not sim 
ply with the brushing of teeth alone.’ 





























Retards acid production 
by salivary bacteria 


Further evidence of chlorophyll’s abil- 


_ ity to suppress the formation of acids 


associated with tooth decay was fur- 


_nished by the in vitro studies of Drs. 
' Hein and Shafer on acid production 


by salivary bacteria. 


In control mixtures of saliva and 
carbohydrates dissolved in water, a 
pH of from 3.8 to 4.1 was reached in 
94 hours. This continued to decline 
slowly until the 96-hour period when 
alow of 3.3 was recorded. 


However, when chlorophyll was 
present, there was no acid production 
during the first 24 hours, the pH of 
the mixtures remaining between 7.2 
and 7.7. There was little acid produc- 
tion at the 48-hour period (pH’s—5.8 
to 6.4) and even after 96 hours the 
pH’s were considerably higher than 
the control samples. 


EFFECT ON PROTEOLYTIC 
AND GLYCOLYTIC ENZYMES 
IN SALIVA 


Chlorophyll’s power to retard the 
proteolysis associated with tooth de- 
cay was indicated in a report by Mr. 
Gurney which covered the inhibiting 
influence of chlorophyll on the ability 
of enzymes in saliva to “break down’”’ 
protein into its end products, as well as 
toconvert glucose into acidic products. 


“With a knowledge of the effect of 
chlorophyll on these two antagonistic 
activities of the human saliva,’ he 
stated, ““we may be able to predict the 
therapeutic usefulness of chlorophyll 
incombating the disease, dental caries, 
even though we do not know whether 
the disease is initiated by accumula- 
tion of acids or by destruction of 
structural proteins, or whether indeed 
both processes are actively involved 
in the caries process.”’ 

Mr. Gurney’s conclusions from the 
experiments may be partly summa- 
rized as follows: 

“Concentrations of chlorophyll such 
as may be obtained by using a tooth 
paste containing io of 1% chlorophyll 
(Chloresium), or a mouthwash con- 














































taining ‘10 of 1% chlorophyll, may be 
expected to have a considerably depress- 
ing effect upon both the quantity and 
rate of acid production from carbohy- 
drates in the oral cavity. In addition, 
this quantity of chlorophyll may also be 
expected to inhibit protein degradation 
in the oral cavity. 


EFFECT IN 
REDUCING MOUTH ODORS 


To determine the effect of a chloro- 
phyll-containing tooth paste (Chlore- 
sium) on human mouth odors, 45 
adult men were instructed by Drs. 





Effect of Chlorophyll on 
Experimental Dental Caries 


From an article by Drs. J. W. Hein 
and W. G. Shafer in the 
Penn. State Dental Journal, June, 1949 


“In conjunction with in vitro ex- 
periments, tests have been made on 
experimental dental caries in the 
Syrian hamster. It has been well 
established that the hamster, when 
fed a diet rich in carbohydrate, will 
readily develop lesions of the teeth 
which bear a striking resemblance to 
carious lesions in humans. 


“The results of the experiments 
show a 93% reduction of caries in 
female hamsters given a 1:500 solu- 
tion of chlorophyll in the drinking 
water and a 67% reduction in female 
hamsters given a 1:1000 solution.”’ 

In discussing their findings, Drs. 
Hein and Shafer state: ‘There is 
reason for believing that chlorophyll 
may have some usefulness in combat- 
ing dental caries. While on the basis 
of our present evidence it would be 
unwise to make any broader claims 
than that, it is interesting to point 
out that the evidence submitted to 
indicate a caries-preventing potential 
is superior to that so far submitted in 
support of some actively publicized 
and widely used caries preventives. 

“There is good in vitro evidence 
(prevention of acid production) to 
suggest the usefulness of chlorophyll, 
and it has been shown to prevent 
dental decay in female hamsters. Nor 
does it have any toxic complications.”’

Rapp and Gurney to present them- 
selves at six o’clock in the morning 
after a night of fasting and without 
any oral-hygiene procedures. 


Each subject was then given a new 
tooth brush and a portion of Chlore- 
sium Tooth Paste with which he 
brushed his teeth. The subject rinsed 
his mouth once with a small amount 
of tap water. Mouth odor was then 
immediately determined. Subjects 
were then instructed not to eat or 
smoke for the test period. At the end 
of 30 minutes and again at the end of 
2 hours, the sampling was repeated.
